Morgan countians will go to 
the polls next Tuesday, Nov. 2 
along with the rest of Ken¬ 
tuckians, to elect a governor 
and all state officers and a 
state senator and state repre¬ 
sentative.

There are four candidates for 
governor — Wendell Ford, Dem¬ 
ocrat; Thomas Emberton, Re¬ 
publican; A. B. Chandler, In¬ 
dependent Commonwealth Par¬ 
ty, and William Smith, Ameri¬ 
can Party. 

Candidates for state senator 
in this district are — Joe D. 
Stacy, Democrat, and Lawrence 
Hall. Republican. 

Woodford F. May of Woods- 
bend, incumbent Democrat, is 
unopposed for state represen¬ 
tative. 

Kentucky is one of only 
two states that will be elect¬ 
ing governors this year, and 
widespread national attention 
will be directed at the re¬ 
sults.

At least 15,000 people, many 
of them former Morgan Coun¬ 
tians, thronged West Liberty 
| Friday and Saturday for the 
i first annual Morgan County Sor- 
j ghum Festival. 

The throngs of visitors, plan- j 
rers, the more than 65 artisans, ; 
craftsmen, and artists who turn¬ 
ed up with over 2,000 hand¬ 
made items for sale, local bus¬ 
inessmen, sorghum vendors,’ 
knife traders, antique dealers, 
and the volunteers who operat¬ 
ed the cane mill on Main Street 
—everybody — had fun. 

Trade at the high school ath-! 
letic field where local craftsmen 
and vendors displayed their 
wares and in local business es- j 
tablishments was brisk through- J 
out the two-day event. 

Mrs. Kathleen Blair and Mrs. j 
Charleen Spencer, co-chairmen! 
of the planning committee, said 
| (hat local craftsmen and con- 
| tributors of farm products, 
foods, and handmade items 
sold more than $1,200 worth cf 
wares at the country store alone. 

Initial estimates indicate that 
the 65 craftsmen sold a total 
of over $12,000 worth of hand¬ 
crafted items, and Mrs. Blair 
J said this figure does not in- 
j elude the amount made from 
concessions and antique booths. 

County Extension Agent Doug¬ 
las Howard estimated that sor¬ 
ghum vendors sold around 1,000 
gallons of molasses during the 
festival, most of it going for 
$5.00 per gallon. 

Thus, a fairly accurate esti¬ 
mate of income from arts and 
| crafts and sorghum during the 
festival is $17,000. Figuring that 
each dollar spent at the festival 
will change hands at least five 
times before going out of cir¬ 
culation, Extension Agent Ho 
ward estimated that arts and 
crafts and sorghum sales at the 
festival added-$85,000 to Mor¬ 
gan's economy.'

Beginning in January, an old staj 
er person who goes to the hos- V 
pital under Medicare will be has 
responsible for the first $68 of day 
liis hospital bill — now running the 
about $800 for the average stay up 
by a Medicare beneficiary. 

The present hospital deduct¬ 
ible is $60 and will remain in 
effect for all Medicare hospital 
admissions during the remain¬ 
der of this year. 

In announcing the 1972 de¬ 
ductible. Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare. Elliot 
L. Richardson, explained that 
since hospital costs in calendar 
year 1970 rose substantially, lie 
is compelled under the law to 
set a new deductible to become 
effective next January. The law 
provides a specific formula for 
computing the amount of any 
adjustment in the deductible, 
lie said, and also requires that 
notice of the upcoming deduc¬ 
tible amount be promulgated 
on or before October 1. 

“The action I was required to 
take today,” Secretary Richard¬ 
son said, “Further emphasized 
the urgency of action to put a 
brake on hospital cost escala¬ 
tion.” He urged early enact¬ 
ment of H.R. 1, the welfare re¬ 
form bill now pending before 
Congress, which includes pro¬ 
visions aimed at controlling 
health care costs, not just for 
the Medicare and Medicaid pro¬ 
grams but for all consumers. 

In addition, he urged early 
action on the Administration's 
health program, including its 
National Health Insurance Part¬ 
nership Act and Health Main¬ 
tenance Organization Assistance 
Act, which also aim at controll¬ 
ing health care costs. 

“The general problem of tii? 
rising costs of health care," 
Secretary Richardson said. “Is 
of great concern to the Admin¬ 
istration. The rising costs of last 
year which compelled the ac¬ 
tion I am taking today illus¬ 
trates Ihe enormous importance 
of slowing the rise in health 
care costs.” He added that pol¬ 
icies designed to curb these ris¬ 
ing costs are being addressed 
in connection with the design 
of Phase II of the Administra- 
stabilization

(1970) and costs in 1966, the 
first year of Medicare operation. 
That ratio is then multiplied 
by $40 and the result rounded 
to the nearest $4. The result is 
an increase from S60 to $68. 

Secretary Richardson said 
that when the hospital deducti¬ 
ble amount changes next year, 
the law requires that compar¬ 
able changes be made in the 
dollar amounts a Medicare 
beneficiary pays toward a hos¬ 
pital stay of more than 60 days, 
or a posthospital extended care

Tom Emberton was the winner in four 
more colleg* elections with less than 12 
days remaining in the campaign for 
Governor bringing his string of wins to 
20 in 21 campus polls.

"Somehow many people have 
the idea that reporting the earn¬ 
ings of maids, cooks, or gard¬ 
eners and the like is voluntary,”

case. If a worker in a private 
home earns S50 or more in a 
calendar quarter, the work is 
covered and the earnings must 
he reported. 

Not only is it required by 
law, Thompson pointed out, but 
it may be very important to the 
worker involved. Reporting 
earnings properly can affect 
the amount of benefits a per¬ 
sons receives. Not reporting 
might cause a worker to receive 
smaller benefits, or in some 
cases, no benefits at all. 

“Proper reporting of earnings 
| requires the cooperation of 
; worker and employer alike.” 
j Thompson said. “Each should 
understand his responsibilities 
as well as his rights, and do 
his best to abide by the law.’’ 

"If a worker or an employer 
j lias a question regarding his 
status, he should contact the 
social security office,” Thomp-

This was an educational pro¬ 
gram presenting basic methods 
and techniques of candy mail- 
[ ing for the members of the 
Homemakers and other inter¬ 
ested women. The two work¬ 
shops were conducted by Paul 
Baker, educational director of 
Candy Making Institute of Latb- 
j rop. Mo. 

Those present learned the 
[practical, easy and inn way of 
making professional type can¬ 
dies using equipment they al¬ 
ready have in their own kit¬ 
chens. 

Mr. Baker made some of the 
favorite candies such as fondant, 
cream centers, toffees, choco¬ 
late-covered cherries, coconut 
bon bons, dipped pretzels, bark 
clusters, party mints, molded 
candies and others. Members 
of the group had the opportun¬ 
ity to work with the different 
types and to taste the finished 
products. 

Candy making is probably 
one of the most outstanding 
projects of interest to all peo¬ 
ple; both young and old. male 
and female, they find it most I 
interesting and delightful. It is 
an art in which you can dove- | 
lop skills and produce unbeliev- i 
able candies. These will make 1 
your neighbors and friends “ah" I 
with envy and ask for your re 
cipe. 

Candymaking is a challenge ’ 
to the mind and body and is I 
good therapy. This is a project 
which you may use at any time 
during the year. It may serve 
as a figt. favorite for teas, pat 
ties, weddings or holidays, or a 
way of using your talents to 
supplement the family income. | 

Here are some candymaking 
tips which you may find use¬ 
ful: Road recipe carefully and 
follow instructions. Weight of 
pans in cooking candies will 
vary with type of candy. Tem¬ 
perature is most important to 
produce quality candies. Cook 
candy at a rather slow boil un¬ 
less directed otherwise. White 
spots on candy is called sugar 
bloom and is caused by too high 
heat. Most candies reed to go 
through ripening stage after be 
ing made to produce top qual¬ 
ity candy. Scraping candy from 
pan when pouring may cause a 
grainy texture. Some candies 
such as fudge and fondant should 
be kneaded. This softens and 
changes the texture. 

Do you make chocolate-cover¬ 
ed candies? Mr. Baker showed 
how to make chocolate dipping 
to give the commercial type 
look and to completely alleviate 
the use of paraffin.

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Combs endorses Ford 
at Democratic rally

Former Gov. Bert T. Combs last night 
told a cheering Democratic fundraising 
rally in Louisville that Lt. Gov. Wendell 
Ford is a man of “ability” and “integrity” 
and that he unqualifiedly supports Ford 
for governor. 

Ford defeated Combs for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination for governor in the.May 
25 primary, and since that time, Combs 
has appeared on stage with Ford several 
times, but never mentioned him by name.

A farm income analysis by University 
of Kentucky agricultural economists 
shows that 1970 was near disastrous for 
many of the state’s farmers- 

The com blight, higher feed costs, low 
hog prices, unfavorable weather and the 
10 per cent burley tobacco allotment cut 
were tagged in the new UK study as the 
major factors contributing to the greatly 
reduced profit. These factors sent many 
farmers to their savings accounts or to 
lending agencies. 

The report dealt with 319 farms in 65 
counties. The farms, with an average in¬ 
vestment of $350,000, are enrolled in the 
Kentucky Farm Analysis Groups which 
are directed by the University of Ken¬ 
tucky College of Agriculture.

It showed that income for each of the

Here’s how the program works and the 
prOcedutes used in determining farm 
profits: 

Ernings are figured on net farm in¬ 
come, to which is added the value of farm 
products consumed by the family the 
value of livestock, grain and other farm 
products on hand at the end of the ac¬ 
counting period and depreciation of 
assets along with any other changes in 
total assets. 


From that figure, interest on the assets 
is subtracted at a rate which would be 
equivalent to the money the farmer wouldi 
receive if he sold out and invested in 
sound common stocks. Also deducted in 
the record keeping is a charge of $300 
per month for family labor. 

The economists say that the net man¬ 
agement return added to the salary for 
family labor may be compared with the 
salary a non-farmer gets from a factory 
or office job. 

Economists point out that in 1970, the 
six areas in the state involved ig the 
study ranged from 4 91 per cent to 2.12 
per eent return on invested capital and 
managerial ability of the farmer. By 
comparison, wise investment in common 
stocks would have netted 7 to 8 per cent 
return, the economists said.

$445,911 bid to repair KY 15 section 
never formally opened to the public

FRANKFORT, Ky.-The state High¬ 
way Department yesterday received one 
bid—for $445,911—to resurface a six- 
mile stretch of KY 15 in Perry and Knott 
counties that has not been officially 
opened to through traffic. 

And Highway Commissioner B. E. King 
repeated that the state hopes to collect 
the “whole amount or a portion of dam¬ 
age" caused by coal trucks tearing up 


the road, either through negotiation or 
lawsuits. 

If the damages cannot be collected, pay¬ 
ment by state and federal governments 
will be committed once a contract for the 
bituminous resurfacing is awarded, King 
said. 

King said a decision on yesterday’s bid 
is not expected until next week. The bid 
was submitted by Adams Construction 
Corp. of Pikeville. 

Don Duff, deputy commissioner for ad¬ 


ministration, said the department’s legal 
and engineering staffs are currently ac¬ 
cumulating information preparatory to 
filing suit for damages done by coal 
trucks on the six-mile stretch of KY 13 . 

Duff said the department has asked the 
Department of Motor Transportation for 
accumulative listings of citations issued 
to overweight vehicles to determine who 
has been hauling and for whom. 

Further, Duff said a department at¬ 
torney and engineer inspected the road

“These people handle complaints and 
do this and that and the dther,” Kelley 
said in a telephone interview from Ash¬ 
land. “I don’t have a big enough staff 
there (at Frankfort) to handle them . . . 
We have 352 utilities to regulate.” 

The utilities are telephone, electric, 
gas, water, pipeline and telegraph firms.

2nd member, ‘disillusioned,’ 
quits GOP’s state committee 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Describing him- 
self as disillusioned with the state Repub¬ 
lican administration, a second member 
says he has resigned from the GOP State 
Central Committee. 

John Sharp, Williamsburg, said he sub¬ 
mitted his resignation to GOP State 
Chairman John Kerr Jr. last Thursday 
but Kerr said yesterday that he had not 
yet received it. Kerr declined to comment 
on the matter until he receives formal 
notification. 

Sharp's resignation comes less than a 
month after Marshall (Nick) Burlew of 
Owensboro resigned from the committee. 

Burlew said he was resigning because 
he supported Lt. Gov. Wendell Ford, a 
Democrat also from Owensboro, in next 


month’s gubernatorial election rather 
than Tom Emberton, the Republican. 

Sharp, in explaining his resignation, 
said he felt he had been “slapped in the 
face” by the state GOP administration 
when “about a couple of months ago they 
started paying attention to other sides 
here.” 

“Instead of letting me call the shots,” 
asserted Sharp, who was Whitley County 
patronage chairman, “they’ve been listen¬ 
ing to other people.” 

Specific examples of his being over¬ 
ruled by the administration, he said, were 
in road placement and transfer of person¬ 
nel. 

Gov. Louie B. Nunn’s only comment 
on Sharp's charges yesterday was that 
they were "self-explanatory.” 


as good a job as the rest of them.” 

Asked what she can do in Ashland that 
Kelley, also of Ashland, could not do, 
Kelley replied, “She can do a whole lot, 
just like Louie’s sister (Mrs. Virginia 
Strohecker) works in his office, you 
know.” 

“We followed the precedent of the 
previous commission,’’ Kelley continued.

State GOP raises, 
spends more on 


election than 
Democrats

Kentucky Republican campaign ma 
hinery has raised more money and spen 
lore than the Democrats during the cur 
cent electioneering. 

In required reports filed yesterday (30 
days before the Nov. 2 election) with the 
state Registry of Election Finance, the 
political price tags looked like this: 

The Kentucky Democratic Campaign 
Committee reported it has received $273,- 
641 in contributions and receipts from 
such occasions as campaign dinners. Ex¬ 
penditures listed by Democrats totaled 
$142,61872 

The Tom Emberton for Kentucky’s 
Governor Committee, which an official 
of the election finance registry said in¬ 


cludes all the candidates on the party’s 

statewide slate, reported $357,855.74 in 
contributions and receipts. The party 
haa spent $366,128.84—more money than 
has been taken in. 

However, Republicans- previously said 
that since Embertop had no prim ary 1 
battle for the nomination, a surplus in 
the party treasury has helped meet ex¬ 
penses. 

Wendell Ford, Democratic nominee and 
the state’s present lieutenant governor, 
had to campaign in his party’s primary 
against former Gov. Bert Combs. 

In sharp contrast to the major parties, 
the American Party State Campaign Fund 
reported receiving $1,015 from contrib¬ 
utors—none of whom gave more than 
$500—and spending a total of $663.45.

Editorial Comment from the Russellville, (Ky.) News Democrat 
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WE WERE looking through our files 
near presstime this week in search of a 
suitable picture of Wendell Ford to run in 
the paper along with the story that he 
would be in Logan County for yet another 
campaign visit. 

What a file it is... What a witness to one 
man’s effort to persuade a people. There 
he is at a Rotary meeting, chatting away 
with several fellows while “Doc” 
Beauchamp looks on with a smile that 
could only be described as “inscrutable.” 

Then, here he is again, grinning at a 
pretty girl who was a winner in the 
Tobacco Festival Beauty contest. In dead 
of winter, he’s shivering on the platform 
while the Lewisburg Christmas parade 
passes in review—the only major 
politician who fould his way to the Coon 
Range in the middle of December. A 
factory scene flashes up—the back of 
candidate Ford, arms outstretched across 
a pile of garments to touch the hand of a 
Logan woman. 

Airport meetings—rather bare and 
sweeping. The candidate stands beside a 


little airplane, pensively listening to a 
faithful friend, usually Doug Shoulders, 
that persistent and enduring buddy from 
the Jaycees, or James Milam, in earnest 
conversation.
